Library Trustee, died last nle it at St. 
John's Hospital in San Franc sco after 
two weeks' il'ness of tj phold f ver. 
He 


had just returned from a campi ig trip in 
Tehama county when ho was taken ill 
It -was at first thought that >i s malady 
could be kept under control, but the 
d.sease obtained such a hold 01 his cor- 
stitution that despite the ufl01 -s of the 
best physicians obtainable he s ccumbcd 


His loss will be keenly felt. 
He was 


one of the literary coterie in Oakland 
that Is fast establishing the fai is of this 
city In the East as one of the i itelleitual 
and literary centers. 
Contribul ons from 


his pen na\e appeared in th • leading 
magazines of the country, .ic tably the 
Century, 
Scribner's 
and 
otl ers. 
His 


style was clear and forcible and pos- 
sessed much originality. 


He had been of much servi -e to his 


home city as a Library Trnsti e for the 
last two terms. At the time of his death 
he was secretary of the Board of Trus- 
tees and discha-ged the duties devolving 
on him in such a way as not r ily to re- 
flect credit on himself but al o on the 
management of the ^Free Libr iry. 


Mi Evans was a graduate o the Uni- 


versity of California. He was g-ive:i ils 
diploma In 1896 While at college he dis- 
tinguished himself in m» studie, and was 


consldeied among the very first In his 
class After completing his college course 
he took up the sti.dy of law and was ad- 
mitted to practice 
For a number of 


yeajs he was associated with the firm of 
Jo.in=>jn & Shaw. Lately he severed his 
connection with that firm and engaged in 
his own practice. 


As a, iawvcr and a politician he had a 


promising future before him. 
He had 


done mu^h woik that was good. His own 
ambition was m the 
way 
of literary 


ach.a^ ement a^d many of the shoi*t stories 
th<it came Horn his pen justified him In 
devoting much ot his time to wilting. 


Thiee weeks ago Mi. Evans, feeling 


the i eed1 of a vacation, left for Lowery. 
In Tehama county, where he expected to 
gather material for further literary com- 
position. His health seemed to have been 
affected by the change and lie was com- 
pelled to return home. He immediately 
went to St.

Although he made a biave ttght against 
the disease his constitution was too much 
urdermined to withstand the ravages of 
the fever. 


He resided at the home of his mother,

The Board Pharmacy Scandal 


The State Board of Pharma.-y is Involved In another scandal. 
Among 


other charges, it is allegrd that the questions have been given .out to favored 
students In advance of examination. It is also claimed that students have 
been coached for examination in the presence of members. 'There' may be lit- 
tle In these charges, but they are- given color and slgnlflcance.'by the admit- 
ted fact that the secretary of the board makes a business of tutoring stu- 
dents for examination. As the secretary presumably.;knows the character 
and scope of the examination, if not all tha specific questions, the'Impropriety 
of his coaching students for examination U; apparent. Right or wrong, it 
raises a presumption of favoritism if not actual fraud. It is not to the Interest 
of the secretary to have his pupils fall to pass examination. 
It is manifestly 


to his interest to insure their paaf.lng. . A situation is therefore presented that 
is trying to the secretary's official integrity and equally derogatory to the 
credit of the board. It If obvious that there should be perfect fairness In the 
examinations. It should be equally obvious that all color of unfairness should 
be avoided. The coaching of students by persons In possession of the exam- 
Inatloa questions should not be permitted, for so long as It Is permitted, there 
•will be suspicion of collusion and discrimination. 
The previous scandals in 


•which the board became involved point a moral that should have been heeded, 
but the lesson appears to have been lost. In consequence the board has been 
placed in a position that provokes criticism and compels explanation. 


Miss Ruby Devota Fisher, a graduate of the College of Pharmacy of the 


State University who failed to pass an examination before the Board of 
Pharmacy, charges peculiar doings in the lecture-room of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeon*. 
She claims to have known two of the questions, 


through another person, before trie holding of the examination. She further 
alleges that manifest unfairness was shown through the fact that several 
students of the College i>f Physic-Inns and Surgeons -were coached through- 
out the examinations on several occasions by one of their professors in the 
presence of members of the board. Similar charges are made by other stu- 
dents who failed to pass, the Inference being that they -were discriminated 


1 against because they had not ma.le themselves solid by having the secretary 
or somebody else that was "right" with the board coach them. 
Such things 


are bound to "happen 'so long as the secretary of the board engages himself 
'as a coach for.students intending to apply for examination.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The fol- 


lowing cablegram has been received at 
the Japanese legation. 


"TOKIO, May 27.—The commander 


of the army attacking Kinctiou reports 
as follows: 
" 'On May 21 reconnaissance 
was 


made and the enemy's 
cannonading 


showed that they had at Nanshun hill, 
south of Klnchou, four 15-cenllmeter 
shrapnel guns, ten 9 to J.5-centlmeter 
cannon (10.5 centimeter shells proved 
the.range of 8,500 meters); twenty 12- 
centimeter qulck-flring guns, besides 
at least ten fort guns. At the toot of 
the hill there were wire nettliurs and 
mines. On May 22 the attacking force 
commenced the operations as had been 
pre-arranged. 
On May 23 reconnais- 


sance was made, which discovered the 
enemy's right wing on Hua Shan.j Tow, 
with about eight heavy guns facing 
the sea. Fragments of the enemy's 
shells showed that they had -wenty 
centimeter guns, 15 centimeter short 
cannon, eight 10-centimeter cannon and 
seven centimeter quick-firers.

bodies of Infantry and artillery of the 
enemy were observed stationed at Kin- 
chou. 
On the morning of May ia our 


forces attacked Klnchou, engaging \vith 
the enemy's artillery on NrUishan Hill. 
At davvn of May 26 we commenced 
cannonading, which lasted five hours, 
while three Japanese warships 'tssist- 
etl the last forces fron Klnchou 
bay.
